Examiner's Statement of Reason for Allowance 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: Claims 1, 1 1-14, 19, 21, 23, 25, and 27 are allowable over the prior art of record 
because the Examiner found neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, 
found any motivation to combine any of the said prior arts. 

The reason for allowance for claim 1 is monitoring an authentication and authorization 
system wherein one of the first and second elements is a access server and wherein the other of 
the first and second elements is a register server in conjunction with the rest of the limitation set 
forth in the claim. 

The reason for allowance for claim 1 1 is wherein one of the first and second channels is a 
send channel and wherein the other of the first and second channels is a receive channel in 
conjunction with the rest of the limitation set forth in the claim. 

The reason for allowance for claim 12 is wherein one of the first and second channels is a 
publish channel, and wherein the other of the first and second channels is a subscribe channel in 
conjunction with the rest of the limitation set forth in the claim. 
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The reason for allowance for claim 13 is a COBRA-compliant transaction service, 
wherein the first object is a OTS daemon and wherein the second object is a completion daernon 
in conjunction with the rest of the limitation set forth in the claim. 

The reason for allowance for claim 14 is wherein the one of the first and second objects is 
a register object; and wherein the other of the first and second objects is a resolve object in 
conjunction with the rest of the limitation set forth in the claim. 

The reason for allowance for claim 19 is the inclusion of sending a first test signal via a 
send channel of a messaging service to elicit a response and sending a second test signal via a 
receive channel of the messaging service to elicit a response in conjunction with the rest of the 
limitation set forth in the claim. 

The reason for allowance for claim 21 is the inclusion of sending a first test signal via a 
pubUsh channel of a publish/subscribe service to elicit a response and sending a second test 
signal via a subscribe channel of the publish/subscribe service to elicit a response in conjunction 
with the rest of the limitation set forth in the claim. 

The reason for allowance for claim 23 is the inclusion of sending a first test signal to 
elicit a response from a register object of a naming service and sending a second test signal to 
elicit a response from a resolve object of the naming service in conjunction with the rest of the 
limitation set forth in the claim. 

The reason for allowance for claim 25 is the inclusion of sending a first test signal to 
elicit a response from an access server of an authentication and authorization system and sending 
a second test to elicit a response from a register server of an authentication and authorization 
system in conjunction with the rest of the limitation set forth in the claim. 

The reason for allowance for claim 27 is the inclusion of sending a first test signal to 
elicit a response from a first object of a transaction service, wherein the first object is selected 
from a first member of the group consisting of an OTS daemon, a completion daemon, a 
recovery daemon, and a transaction daemon and sending a second test signal to elicit a response 
from a second object of a transaction service, wherein the second object is selected from a 
second member of the group consisting of an OTS daemon, a completion daemon, a recovery 
daemon, and a transaction daemon in conjunction with the rest of the limitation set forth in the 
claim. 
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The remaining claims, not specifically mentioned, are allowed because they are 
dependent upon one of the claim mentioned above.
